The 36-year-old has 
now made it her target to 
run the Cardiff lOK 
every year and turn it 
into an annual family 
tradition.

A BARRY mother 
and daughter were 
evacuated from a 
housing estate in 
America last week 
with a raging 
wildfire just a few 
hundred yards 
away. 

Emma Joyce (40) and 
her daughter Maddie (11) 
were enjoying a holiday 
visit to their friends Matt 
and Ceri Dowsett, who 
moved to southern 
California from the 
Newport area three years 
ago. 

Emma told The GEM: 
“Matt and Ceri live in 
Sycamore Creek, Corona 
and the fire spread to the 
canyon directly behind 
Sycamore Creek. 

“It was called ‘the 
holy fire’ and burned 
through the canyons 
between Orange County 
and Riverside County. 

“Apart from the

immediate danger of the 
fire, one of our biggest 
concerns was the air 
quality because it was 
raining ash. Ceri and 
Maddie developed 
coughs as breathing 
became more difficult.” 

Emma, Maddie and 
the Dowsett family 
packed emergency cases 
with essential belongings 
a couple of days prior to 
the compulsory 

evacuation. 

When the instruction 
to leave the area came, 
they relocated to a hotel - 
and safety - about 50 
miles away from the fire. 

Emma added: “The 
emergency services did a 
fantastic job both 


fighting the fire day and 
night and putting 
themselves at risk to save 
people’s lives and 

properties.” 

Eortunately, there is a 
huge quarry behind Matt 
and Ceri’s house which 
protected the local estate 
from the fire. 

The blaze was 

contained on the 

mountain and over 

weekend people were 
allowed to return to their 
homes. 

This week residents 
were starting to clean up 
their properties after they 
were covered in ash and 
the pink fire retardant 
which was dropped by 
aeroplanes.

Nantymoel youth 
group saves 
mini ng heritage 


A PROJECT telling the story 
of Ogmore’s mining heritage 
has been awarded £49,700 by 
the National Lottery. 

The Boys and Girls Clubs of Wales 
(BGC Wales), supported with funding 
from the National Lottery and Reach 
Rural Development, will work with 
young people and the local 
community to help preserve the 
history of the region’s bygone mining 
era through the creation of an 
Ogmore Valley Heritage Trail and 
Heritage Hub. 

The Heritage Hub will be located 
at NantymoeTs renovated Boys and 
Girls Club and Community Centre 
where local artefacts will be 
preserved and displayed. There will 
also be a digital display in the new 
community cafe area, while the 
nearby site where the Berwyn Centre 
once stood will also play host to a 
heritage art installation. 

The heritage trail will be based on 
the existing cycle route that travels 
through the Ogmore Valley from 
Bryngarw Country Park to 
Nantymoel. Information boards will 
be installed along the trail, painting a 
picture of how the scenery would 
have looked during the mining era 
and showing places of local interest. 


Volunteers will also conduct 
guided tours, or visitors can take 
history into their own hands by using 
a new mobile app to guide themselves 
and learn more about the area’s 
heritage. 

Ken Davies, chairman of 
NantymoeTs Boys and Girls Club, 
said: “BGC Wales was established 
back in the mining boom of the 1920s 
for the sons of miners in south Wales, 
so it’s brilliant we can play our part in 
educating the next generation on 
Ogmore Valley’s history. 

“Thanks to the National Lottery 
and Reach Rural Development, 
Ogmore Valley’s history can be 
shown off as it truly deserves to be. I 
can’t wait to get the ball rolling and 
to see the transformation in this 
community.” 

Inspiration for the project came as 
the youth club realised that their local 
history may soon be forgotten, as 
only older Ogmore residents had 
worked at the mines. 

Some 60 local volunteers will 
work on the project to preserve the 
heritage of the area for many years to 
come, learning skills such as tourism 
ambassador training and public 
speaking to help them promote the 
heritage and history of the Ogmore 
Valley.

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Residents 
express views 
over ‘Wellness 
Village’ at 
lively debate 


AT a lively public 
meeting held on 
August 9, some 120 
residents from 
Newcastle Ward 
had the opportunity 
to discuss the 
proposed 
‘Sunnyside Wellness 
Village’. 

The meeting, held at 
the Evergreen Hall in 
Bridgend town, was 
called by borough 
councillors Carolyn 
Webster and David 
White and was also 
attended by 

representatives of Line 
Cymru, the proposed 
developer. 

Residents expressed 
strong concerns about the 
long-running parking 
problems and congestion 
in the town centre ward, 
which they expect would 
worsen by the high- 
density development 
proposed for the site. 

The site, formerly the 
location of Bridgend 
Magistrates court and the 
Sunnyside offices 
belonging to Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC), was sold in 
2015 with an initial 
proposal to build an extra 
care facility for the 
elderly in 2016. After 
that development fell 
through. Line Cymru 
came forward with a 


proposal for a ‘wellness 
village’. 

The ‘village’ proposed 
would have up to 79 
properties, comprising 
accommodation ranging 
from one-bedroom flats 
within a three-storey 
apartment block to four- 
bedroom houses, a 
medical centre and a new 
building to house the 
borough’s Registry 
Office. 

Residents expressed 
concerns about the 
possibility that some of 
the rooms in the 
apartments might 

overlook rear gardens of 
family homes in 
Sunnyside. 

Cllr Carolyn Webster 
(Conservative) said: “I 
am pleased that so many 
members of our 
community came out on 
a Thursday evening in 
the summer holidays to 
express their opinion, 
and I hope that Line 
Cymru and BCBC will 
take notice of the 
concerns of so many 
residents and act upon 
them.” 

She added that a 
number of community 
members, who wish to 
remain anonymous for 
now, are forming a 
residents’ committee to 
fight the current 
proposal.

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Bridgend man 
jailed for 12 
years for child 
sex crimes 


A BRIDGEND man 
was jailed for 12 
years on August 7 
after being 
convicted of 10 
sexual offences 
against a child. 

Daniel Beveridge, 
aged 34, was charged 
with seven counts of 
sexual assault on a girl 
under 13, one count of 
causing/inciting a girl 
under 13 to engage in 
sexual activity, one 
count of attempted rape 
of a girl under 13 and 
sexual assault of a girl 
under 13 by penetration. 

The charges relate to 
one victim and range 
from July to October of 
last year. He was 
convicted by a jury 
following a trial in July. 

At Newport Crown 
Court, Beveridge was 
given an extended 
sentence of 16 years 
comprising of a 
custodial term of 12 
years and an extended 
licence period of four 
years. Beveridge was 
also made the subject of 
an indefinite sexual 
harm prevention order 
and placed on the sex 
offender register. 

Detective Constable 
Andrew Wallace, officer 
in the case, said: “This 
result is testament to the 
bravery of the victim 
who has not only shown 
considerable strength 
and courage in coming 
forward to report the 
abuse she suffered, but 
also throughout the 
lengthy and complex 
investigation and court 
process. 

“This was made all 
the more harrowing by 



Daniel Beveridge. 

Beveridge’s refusal to 
admit his guilt, thus 
forcing the victim to live 
through the ordeal of a 
trial. 

“I hope this result 
gives her some comfort 
as she comes to terms 
with the abuse she 
suffered and attempts to 
rebuild her life. 

“I also hope that it 
sends a message to 
anyone else who has 
suffered, or is currently 
suffering abuse, that they 
can come forward and 
any allegations will be 
taken seriously. 

“I cannot imagine 
how difficult it must be 
to come forward to 
report such appalling 
crimes but I want to 
reassure anyone 
considering doing so that 
there is a whole range of 
support out there, not 
only from the police but 
from partner agencies 
who can help you 
through the entire 
process. 

“Officers in the 
specialist child abuse 
investigation unit 
covering Bridgend and 
the Vale will continue to 
work tirelessly to protect 
children and bring 
perpetrators of child 
abuse to justice.”

Concern over pub 
closures around 
Bridgend county 


BRIDGEND county borough 
has lost nearly one in five of 
its pubs since 2010, according 
to official figures. 

Across the area, 20 pubs and bars 
have closed their doors for good. 

The figures from the Office for 
National Statistics show that in 2010 
there were 105 pubs and bars but by 
2017 that had fallen to 85. 

In fact, 10 pubs closed in the 12 
months from 2016 to 2017. 

Pubs have been pointing the 
finger of blame at the taxman for 
their troubles, complaining about the 
duty on beer, VAT levels and the 
cost of business rates. 

Britain’s Beer Alliance, a group 
of organisations in the pub and 
brewing sector, has started a 
campaign called ‘Long Live the 
Local’ with a petition and calls for 
people to write to their MP to have 
beer duty reduced. 


Brigid Simmonds, chief executive 
of the British Beer and Pub 
Association, said: “We are calling 
on the Government to cut beer duty 
in the upcoming November budget. 

“Seven in 10 alcoholic drinks sold 
in a pub are beer, so cutting beer 
duty is the most direct way of 
helping pubs. This is why we are 
backing the Long Live the Local 
campaign to cut beer tax.” 

A spokesperson for the Treasury 
said: “90 per cent of pubs across the 
country can benefit from the 
business rates relief introduced at 
Budget 2017, which could save 
them up to £1,000 a year. 

“In addition, both businesses and 
their customers have saved around 
£3 billion since 2013 thanks to 
changes to alcohol duty.” 

A change in consumer habits, 
with people drinking at home more 
often, has been blamed for fewer 
people visiting pubs.

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Work has begun on the A48 by-pass 


WORK started lat 
week on a £290,000 
road safety 
improvement 
project on the A48 
in Bridgend. 

The work is taking 
place on a 5km stretch 
of the A48 between 
Laleston and Waterton. 

It includes a new 
50mph speed limit 
which will replace the 
current 60mph on the 
westbound approach to 
the Broadlands estate. 

It will extend as far 
as the existing 40mph 
limit near the Ewenny 
roundabout. 


It comes after a 
number of accidents on 
the route which have 
included three fatalities. 

In July 2016, a 
teenager died when he 
was in collision with a 
motorbike. Sixteen- 
year-old Rhys Rubery 
had been crossing with 
a group of friends on 
the section of road 
where the speed limit is 
currently 60mph. 

The inquest into his 
death heard the 
oncoming motorbike 
would have been 
masked by a car and 
Rhys would not have 
seen it. 

Under the new road 


improvements, better 
street lighting and fresh 
signage advising drivers 
to be alert for 
pedestrians will be 
installed at key points 

And a three-metre 
wide combined footway 
and cyclepath is also 
being created on the 
verge between 
Heronston Lane and the 
Picton Court 
roundabout - a route 
regularly used by school 
children and residents 
who live at Picton 
Gardens. 

Existing road 
markings will be 
adjusted to provide a 
safety zone for the 
combined footway and 
cyclepath. 

Undergrowth has 
already been cleared to 
help improve driver 
visibility, and pedestrian 
crossing points near the 
Broadlands roundabout 
will be enhanced along 


with crossings at 
Heronston Lane. 

The works will take 
place between Sam and 
5.30pm, and on 
Saturday mornings. 

Cllr Richard Young, 
BCBC cabinet member 
for communities, said: 
“These changes are 
designed to greatly 
improve the safety of 
drivers, pedestrians and 
cyclists, and have been 
made possible thanks to 
funding from Welsh 
Government. 

“The work follows an 
independent report 
commissioned by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) which revealed 
that there were 32 
collisions along this 
stretch of the A48 
between 2011 and 2015. 

“Half of these 
collisions involved a 
‘rear-end shunt’ 
between vehicles, and 


nine per cent were 
between vehicles and 
pedestrians. Three of 
the collisions involved 
fatalities, seven were 
classed as ‘serious’, and 
22 as ‘slight’. 

“While the study 
found that the collision 
rate was less than the 
national average for 
corresponding types of 
road, nine of the 32 
collisions occurred at 
night, six took place 
during wet weather, and 
alcohol, driver error and 
illegal manoeuvres were 
also significant factors. 

“It is clear that the 
works are necessary to 
help improve safety 
along this busy route, 
and we will do 
everything we can to 
keep inconvenience to a 
minimum while the 
project is underway.” 

The work is expected 
to be completed by 
early October.

How small towns in Europe remember 
the sacrifices of World War Two... 


IHE most 
asked 
question I 
have to answer in 
August about 
where I plan to go 
on holiday. 

The truth is I have to 
travel so much for 
work, my idea of a 
holiday is staying 
locally. Walking along 
the coast to Kenfig or 
into Porthcawl is, for 
me, better than a week 
sweltering on a beach 
anywhere else in the 
world. 

I did however have a 
brief busman’s holiday 
along with a cross-party 
group of MPs for our 
annual battlefield tour. 
This year we explored 
operation Market 
Garden, immortalised in 
the film A Bridge Too 
Far. 

The film records how 
allied airborne and land 
forces succeeded in 
liberating Eindhoven 
and Nijmegen but 
failed, with tragic 
consequences, to hold 
their position in and 
around Arnhem. 

It was incredibly hot, 
we travelled for hours 
by coach across 
Belgium and Holland as 
Colonel Bob Steward 
explained the battle 
plans and their 
consequences. The 
bravery of individuals 
in war is always 
humbling to listen to, 
just as the basic failures 
in plans and decisions 


make you angry and 
frustrated. 

Visiting military 
cemeteries along the 
route of the battles 
brings the consequences 
of decisions into clear 
focus and the reality of 
war in the daily lives of 
the people living in the 
towns and villages who 
experience occupation, 
war fighting and 
liberation. 

In Nijmegen a sunset 
march takes place every 
night. It is a daily 
tribute to the allied 
soldiers who lost their 
lives. 

At sunset, the 48 
pairs of street lights on 
the bridge are pair by 
pair, ignited in turn at a 
slow marching pace. In 
the small nearby town 
of Wolfheze on the 
comer of a quiet side 
street is a tree and a 
memorial to Lance 
Sergeant Baskeyfield 
VC. 

He manned a gun and 
despite being badly 
wounded, all of his 
crew dead, he crawled 
to anther gun, operated 
it single handed until he 
was killed. 

Local school children 
remember his bravery 
every year and the 
family who live in the 
house where the tree 
and memorial are 
located tend it with 
care. 

If the film is 
available on TV watch 
it and weep for the 
bravery, the arrogance

and the harsh realities 
of the choices made and 
the consequences they 
had on the daily lives of 
civilians, soldiers and 
the progress of the war. 

As at Monte Cassino 
last year, the Polish 
army fought bravely 
and with huge losses 
which is why many 
were invited to remain 
and settle in the UK at 
the end of the war. 

Our last visit was to 
the house where the 
Airbourne museum at 
Hartenstein is located. 
At the start of the battle 
the house was the HQ 
of the German 
General - he left and 
the Americans took it 
over. Its cellar became a 
hospital and the grounds 
a maintenance park. 

The basement today 
shows the hospital but 
also has an exhibition 
showing the huge 
bravery of the local 
resistance fighters who 
carried on the war 
throughout the 
occupation of their 
homeland. 

Coming back to

Consultation finds 
support for proposals 


A PARTNERSHIP project 
between the Garw Valley 
Railway and the Garw 
Heritage Society to establish a 
heritage centre in the Garw 
Valley has received strong 
support, consultants have 
concluded. 

Gareth Kiddie of community 
regeneration specialists GKA said: 
“We were really pleased with the 
response to the survey and we’d like to 
thank all those people who took time to 
respond. 

When the survey period was 
finished 216 people were shown to 
have taken part and the vast majority 
of these people are resident in the 
valley or the wider Bridgend area. 

“The headline results show that 
there is strong support with 73.5 per 
cent indicating that they thought the 
proposals were a good idea.” 

Other results showed that the 
proposed design was generally liked 
and that the suggested uses for the 
centre were broadly supported. The 
consultation also yielded some very 
valuable information about the use of 
the cycle path. 

It was discovered that 94 per cent of 
respondents were aware of the Garw 
Valley Community Route and 81 per 
cent had used the route at one time or 
another. 

Mr Kiddie went on to comment: 
“The cycle path has clearly become a 


much-loved and well-used community 
asset. We know that there are around 
50,000 uses of the route every year. 

“It will be important for the partners 
to the project to make best use of what 
the route offers and to continue their 
hard work in keeping the route clear 
and well maintained.” 

Despite the positive overall result, 
the project partners are not taking 
anything for granted and they have 
indicated that they will be looking at 
the individual responses in detail to see 
how the suggestions made can be 
factored into design of the project. 

Colin Williams, chairman of the 
Garw Valley Railway explained: “We 
are more than aware of the issues that 
have been raised with regard to our 
project and we are doing our very best 
to address them going forward. 

“What we would like people to 
understand is that we are all 
undertaking this project on a voluntary 
basis and without any public funding 
for project implementation. 

“As a result the initiative is taking 
time to develop. We think that with the 
community behind us we can draw in 
external funding and make strides 
towards realising our ambitions - 
establishing a Heritage Centre is a key 
part of our vision.”

The YMCA, located 
in Cllr Webster’s 
Newcastle ward, 
received a grant which 
helped a large group of 
young people access 
outdoor educational 
facilities and other 
outdoor activities over 
the Easter and summer 
holidays. 

Reg Denley, the 
YMCA manager, said: 
“Without this funding, a 
lot of young people 
would have had a lot 
less fun and 
opportunities to learn 
new skills this summer. 
I’m sure most people 
have enjoyed being out 


in the fresh air in the 
fantastic weather we 
have had. This grant 
gave these young people 
that chance.” 

Another grant was 
awarded to St John’s 
House, the oldest 
residential building in 
Bridgend, to provide 
display boards. Cllr 
Webster said “St John’s 
House is a fantastic 
resource for schools and 
the local community. 

We are very lucky to 
have this little piece of 
history so near the 
centre of Bridgend.” 

The final grant was 
awarded to the Young at 
Heart Club, which 
meets in Westward 
Community Centre, 
Newcastle. The group 
has hosted community- 
based workshops for 
local older residents in 
creative writing, 
working with textiles 
and drawing. 

Cllr Webster said “At 
this time, I am unaware 
if the Community 
Action Fund scheme 
will be running next 
year, so watch this space 
if other community 
organisations can apply 
for funding for any 
projects they might have 
in mind.”

Porthcawl’s all- 
new sea defences 
are taking shape 

GOOD weather and 
calm seas have 
helped Porthcawl’s 
new sea defences to 
make great progress 
during the summer 
heatwave. 

More than 116 of the 
185 new terraces have 
been set in place and the 
£3m project is on 
schedule. 

Intended to protect 
260 seafront properties 
and businesses from 
flooding and coastal 
erosion, the £3m 
initiative is replacing 
ageing sea defences at 
the town’s ‘tarmac 
beach’. 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: “When complete, 
the terraces will be 
joined by a sand- 
coloured hard surface to 
create an attractive, all- 
new look for the popular 
location. 

“Residents and 

visitors will be able to 
find out more and view 
plans, photographs and 
an artist’s impression of 
the completed scheme at 
a drop-in session in the 
Grand Pavilion on 
Tuesday, August 21.” 

The session, which has 
been organised by 



contractor Alun Griffiths, 
will take place between 
4pm and 7pm and will 
include an opportunity to 
ask questions about the 
next stages of the 
complicated marine 
engineering project. 

It will also feature 
details about 

arrangements that are 
being put in place for the 
annual Elvis festival in 
September. 

Cllr Richard Young, 
cabinet member for 
communities, said: 


“There is still a great deal 
of complicated work to 
be done before the 
project is complete, but 
the new sea defences are 
making fantastic 

progress. 

“We are grateful to 
Welsh Government for 
supporting the initiative, 
and I hope that people 
will come along to the 
information session on 
August 21 to see for 
themselves how the new 
sea defences are taking 
shape.”

South Wales has a 
unique connection to 
the daring Dambusters 
Mission, which 
successfully breached 
German dams with a 
new ‘bouncing bomb’ - 
technically a mine - 
codenamed Upkeep. 

No less than 14 of 
the 16 aircraft involved 
in the mission included 
crew who had trained at 
RAF Saint Athan, and 
RAF Stormy Down, 
near Pyle. 

The connections with 
the area go further. 

Wing Commander 
Guy Gibson, who led 
the raid, married Eve 
Moore from Penarth. 

Mr Robinson said: 
“Gordon Yeo was born 
in Barry in 1922, and 
joined the fledgling 617 
Sqn as a gunner. He 
was, at 20, the youngest 
member of the crew 
that successfully 
breached the Mohne 
Dam. Their actions 
under heavy fire caused 
catastrophic flooding in 
the region and major 
disruption to the Nazi 
war machine.” 

All seven crew 
members lost their lives 
when their Lancaster 
aircraft was shot down 
over the Dutch coast as 
they tried to return 
home. 

Mr Robinson 
continued: Mr Robinson 
said: “On behalf of The 
London Mint Office, 
we’re delighted to 
present to the museum 
the Dambusters top 
secret mission pack and 
a commemorative one 
pound coin in honour of 
Squadron 617. 

“South Wales had 
very close ties to the 
Dambusters and their 
efforts must not go 
unnoticed as one of the 
great feats in history 
that led our country to 
victory. Squadron 617 
were heroes and it’s 
great to see that still 
today, their work is 


being honoured in their 
local towns.” 

Belinda took the 
opportunity to donate a 
piece of wreckage from 
Sgt Yeo’s Lancaster to 
Paul Joseph, chairman 
of Porthcawl Museum. 
This and a number of 
other fragments had 
been recovered from the 
crash site and passed on 
to Belinda by a Dutch 
museum when she 
visited the crash site. 

A memorial to Sgt 
Yeo’s bomber crew was 
unveiled on May 18 in 
northern Holland, 
marking the raid’s 75th 
anniversary. 

The memorial was 
made using money 
raised by family 
members and local 
people at Castricum aan 
Zee, near to the scene 
where their bomber, AJ- 
A, crashed into the sea 
on their journey home. 

Also in attendance at 
the event was Russ 
Kitely who is the chair 
of the 617 Group based 
in Barry and Penarth. 

The group aims to 
support veterans of HM 
Armed Lorces and 
emergency services and 
their families, as well as 
provide education about 
the Armed Lorces and 
emergency services to 
the general public, 
especially young 
people. 

Mr Kitely and other 
members of the group 
have produced a video 
to mark the 75 
anniversary of the 
Dambusters raid which 
he shared with guests 
before the presentation 

Justin Robinson said: 


“The London Mint 
Office is delighted to 
present this 
commemorative pack 
and coin to the Museum 
to pay tribute to Gordon 
Yeo’s bravery in 
volunteering for one of 
the most dangerous 
missions of the war, and 
to remember South 
Wales’ close ties to the 
Dambusters. 

Rob Taylor, of 
Porthcawl Museum 
said: “The Op Chastise 
pack will enhance the 
small exhibition that 
Porthcawl Museum 
already has to the 
Dambusters as part of 
the RAP 100 display on 
show. 

“The museum is in 
the process of obtaining 
an authentic RAP hut to 
make a permanent RAP 
exhibition in the 
grounds of the museum 
and this pack would 
then become a valued 
part of that project.” 

Belinda Brown said: 
“It’s an honour to be 
invited to talk about my 
second cousin Gordon 
Yeo and the part that he 
played in the 
Dambusters mission. 

“I’ve spent years 
researching his story 
and so it’s wonderful to 
see his memory lives on 
thanks to The London 
Mint Office’s work and 
Porthcawl Museum. As 
part of his tribute, I am 
donating a part of the 
plane wreckage that 
was salvaged to 
Porthcawl Museum.”

“The people of Steenbergen have 
also commissioned several pieces 
of sculpture and memorials from 
the remains of the aircraft and 
wish to share this information 
with the relatives. 

“They would hope to meet up 
with any family member at one of 
the concerts mentioned above.”

Editor’s note: The ABS male 
choir started in 1888, and has 50 
members. Its repertoire consists 
of a wide variety of classic and 
more modern music. Conductor 
and manager, Jan Ligtenberg, 
rewrites popular music pieces for 
our four-part choir. 

A spokesperson for the choir 
said: “The invitation to come to 
Barry and Penarth is highly 
appreciated. Annually, we 
remember the two RAF members 
who lost their lives in 1944 and 
are buried in our town.

Five needles were 
discovered on the sand, 
in seaweed and on rocks 
at Ogmore by Sea in the 
Vale last weekend. 

Trevor McGarrigle 
who set up a beach 
cleaning group called 
Volunteer Beach Clean 
seven months ago is 
urging parents to be 
aware of the dangers. 

He said: “It’s not just 
Ogmore beach - we 
recently found a needle 
at Aberthaw beach as 
well. 

“All my volunteers are 
careful when doing a 
beach cleanup. 

“I’m just scared for 
the public in case the 
unthinkable may happen. 
I was shocked to find so 
many in a short period of

Since starting the 
group, Mr McGarrigle 
and other volunteers 
have collected 111 bags 
of rubbish from beaches. 

A typical beach clean¬ 
up involves picking up 
plastic, glass, fishing 
tackle, fish nets and 
rubber. 

The discarded needles 
at Ogmore by Sea comes 
days after a father-of- 
three said he had found 
drug paraphernalia, 
including needles, just 
inches away from where 
children play in Ogmore 
River in Bridgend. 

Mark Ryan said he 
was with his youngest 
son on a school trip to 
Newbridge Fields when 
he spotted a needle 
poking out of the sand. 

He claims the problem 
has become a regular 


sight in other beauty 
spots in the area due to 
needles floating down 
the river from the town 
centre. 

Mr McGarrigle, who 
described the group’s 
beach cleaning 

volunteers as “amazing” 
for all their work came 
across the needles 
during a clean-up on 
Saturd^ay, August 4. 

Local businesses 
support the group with 
SAS International of 
Bridgend supplying 
personal protective 
equipment and Aberthaw 
power station providing 
free skips and recycling 
the waste. 

A Vale Council 
spokesperson said: “We 
have reported this issue 
to the Vale’s Community 
Safety Team. 

“Ogmore beach is 
privately owned, 

however, we are working 
with the land owner to 
resolve this issue. 

“We would like to 
reassure the public, that 
if the Vale Council 
receives reports 

regarding this, council 
staff will treat this as the 
highest priority, and 
respond and collect when 
reported.”

have in-house stores to see them through, or do 
they? Not if the beekeeper has pursued his/her needs 
instead of those of the bees. 

How much is too much? Well, this is where 
experience comes to the fore, be prepared to ask a 
seasoned beekeeper for some advice or help to avoid 
any problems at a later stage. Remember, bees are 
primarily pollinators, and not providers of honey for 
all and sundry. 

Day length is getting shorter now; the bees are 
well aware of this fact and they will be out foraging 
on every suitable occasion. 

Our winters have been quite mild of late, 
although spring of this year certainly reminded us of 
just what winter can be like. 

Honey bees do not hibernate! Although cold 
conditions will see them become comatose and not 
moving about much, thus reducing their demands on 
their in-house food stores, mild winter weather 
means active bees and active bees will readily 
consume stores. 

So by erring on the side of leaving plenty of 
honey for the bees you will help your bees to survive 
until spring comes along, and the chance to 
replenish their stores from a hoped-for abundance of 
blooms. 

Patience is required; you will get to boast of the 
vast amount of honey your bees have provided for 
you at some time.

New statistics give a picture 
of deaths through drug use 
in the Vale and Bridgend 


DRUG-related deaths have 
risen slightly in Bridgend 
county borough over the 
last three years, reflecting 
a national rise in fatalities 
over the period, while in 
the Vale they have fallen 
slightly. 

Charities have said that most 
deaths from substance abuse are 
avoidable, and warned that drug 
abusers need better care to help 
deal with underlying health 
conditions. 

New figures released by the 
Office for National Statistics 
(ONS) provide local data for 
drug-related deaths in three-year 
periods. 

Between 2015 and 2017, 31 
drug poisoning fatalities were 
registered in Bridgend, at a rate 
of 7.6 in every 100,000 people. 

Of those deaths, 19 were men and 
12 were women. 

Between 2012 and 2014, 28 
drug-related deaths were recorded 
in Bridgend. 

Between 2015 and 2017, 26 
drug poisoning fatalities were 
registered in the Vale, at a rate of 


7.1 in every 100,000 people. Of 
those deaths, 19 were men and 
seven were women. 

Between 2012 and 2014, 30 
drug-related deaths were recorded 
in the Vale. 

ONS health analysis 
statistician Elbe Osborn said: 

“The figures published today 
show that the level of drug 
poisoning deaths in 2017 
remained stable. 

“However, despite deaths from 
most opiates declining or 
remaining steady, deaths from 
fentanyl continued to rise, as did 
cocaine deaths, which increased 
for the sixth consecutive year.” 

Of the 31 drug poisoning 
deaths in Bridgend between 2015 
and 2017, 65 per cent were 
registered as being down to 
misuse, meaning they involved 
illegal drugs or were as a result of 
drug abuse or dependence. 

Of the 26 drug poisoning 
deaths in the Vale between 2015 
and 2017, 20 were registered as 
being down to misuse, meaning 
they involved illegal drugs or 
were as a result of drug abuse or 
dependence. 


Information on the type of 
drugs recorded as being a factor 
in deaths is not released for the 
local authority. 

But figures for the whole of 
England and Wales, where there 
were 3,756 deaths in 2017, show 
that heroine and morphine were 
the most common drugs in drug- 
related deaths. They were 
registered in 1,164 deaths in 2017 
- however, this is down on 2016, 
and the first year-on-year drop 
since 2012. 

Antidepressants, which were a 
factor in 484 deaths, were the 
next biggest killer. There were 
432 cocaine-related deaths, nearly 
four times the level in 2011. 

Karen Tyrell, executive 
director of alcohol and drug 
charity Addaction, said: “The 
truth is that most drug-related 
deaths are preventable. 

“People who use opioids often 
have cumulative physical and 
mental health problems. 

“Most of them have had very 
difficult, often traumatic lives and 
we’re letting them down if we 
don’t give them the best care that 
we can.”

Whelan. The entire set 
was designed and 
created by the company 
using reclaimed and 
salvaged film-set 
materials, which were 
then made available for 
further re-use. 

They regularly 
employ workers 
registered with local 
employment agencies 


and are also in touch 
with local colleges and 
students who are 
looking to gain 
experience in the 
creative sector. 

Managing director 
Lynn McEarlane said: 
“We aim to provide a 
sustainable hub for 
television and film 
productions, where 
filmmakers can access 
used materials for their 
work, reducing the need 
to build brand new sets. 
Most of the salvaged 
items would have ended 
up in the landfill, but 
they now form part of a 
reclaimed prop house 
for the production 
industry, not only film 
and television but 
theatrical productions, 
events and the interior 
design industry as well. 

“Eorward-thinking 
productions are 
engaging with the idea 
of designing with reuse 
in mind; well-known 
productions are 
returning regularly to 
use old sets in new 
ways; this will 
hopefully be one of the 
may greener ways of 
filming in the future.”

IF there are two 
things guaranteed 
to brighten my day 
it’s gigantic 
prehistoric sharks 
and Jason 
Statham. 

Fortunately for me, 
and hopefully the rest of 
the cinema-going 
public, these two things 
have been put together 
in a summer 
blockbuster The Meg. 

Statham stars as 
Jonas Taylor, a deep-sea 
rescue diver who is 
summoned from exile 
when a submersible, 
which contains his ex- 
wife, descends deeper 
into the depths than 
ever before and comes 
into contact with a 
gigantic Megalodon 
shark, a shark Taylor 
claims was responsible 
for creating a submarine 
explosion that saw two 
of his colleagues die.

With the help of the 
staff of a deep-sea 
research station (among 
them Cliff Curtis, Ruby 
Rose, Rainn Wilson’s 
billionaire bankroller 
and Bingbing Li), 
Taylor’s rescue mission 
inadvertently sets the 
shark free, and they 
must try and contain the 
threat before it reaches 
the population... 

I have a deep love of 
Jason Statham films, his 
work offering up a 
dependable level of fun 
and spectacle without 
ever truly threatening to 
get the grey matter too 
pumped up. 

I also have a deep 
love of shark films, so 
the thought of Statham 
mixing it up with a 
gigantic prehistoric 
shark was my idea of 
heaven - unfortunately, 
the end result is a film 
that is moderately 
entertaining, but doesn’t 
do enough with what it 
has. 

It’s primarily the cast 


that knocks this above 
the level of ‘ straight-to- 
DVD’, making it, in 
theory, a step above the 
‘vaunted’ likes of the 
Sharknado series and 
those in the Mega Shark 
V5 ... series; but 
ultimately all the cast 
do is sprinkle a little 
more fairy dust on what 
is a rather perfunctory 
piece of work. 

It’s a film that could 
either embrace the 
ludicrousness of it all, 
or tackle it with a 
straight face like a 
super-size Jaws - it 
ends up falling between 
the two stools, and 
that’s primarily its 
downfall: it tries to 
balance emotional 
weight and silliness, 
and ends up struggling 
with both. 

Director Jon 
Turteltaub is a seasoned 
blockbuster director and 
he does a decent job of 
what he has to do, the 
film’s effects looking 
pretty solid and the 


carnage and spectacle 
well marshalled, with 
even the odd smart little 
jump scare thrown in 
for good measure. 

It’s hard to tackle any 
size of shark on film 
without calling back to 
the daddy of them all. 
Jaws, and certainly 
Turteltaub does a more 
than passable Spielberg; 
but the aim is popcorn 
thrills rather than 
visceral chills and this 
he does perfectly well. 

Of course the big star 
is the shark, and while 
wholly CGI, The Meg 
makes for a decent foe 
for our human cast, who 
aren’t, it’s sad to say, a 
particularly impressive 
bunch. 

Statham, as ever, is 
stoically dependable (or 
wooden as hell 
depending on your 
view), and takes great 
delight in chewing one- 
liners like his life 
depends on it, while the 
likes of Cliff Curtis and 
Ruby Rose are fairly 


decent. 

Given how much 
financial backing has 
come from China, the 
likes of Bingbing Li, 
Winston Chao and 
Shuya Sophia Cai do 
feel a bit shoehomed in, 
but do as well as they 
can when English is 
obviously not their 
favoured tongue, while 
Rainn Wilson’s 
billionaire and Page 
Kennedy’s DJ, 
supposedly the comic 
relief, are more miss 
than hit. 

What hampers the 
film most is that the 
characters are never 
really developed any 
more than when we first 
meet them - we only 
care for them as much 
as we care for the actor 
portraying them, and 
the lack of change as 
the story progresses 
means you can never 
feel too emotionally 
invested in any of them. 

A film can only 
survive on spectacle so

much when it’s without 
an emotional hook, and 
the film’s rather by-the- 
numbers plotting (shark 
attacks, people get 
eaten, repeat) gets a 
little bit dull.

Refugees to 
be housed 
in Penarth 


Local couple 
get married 
at St Illtud’s 


A family of Syrian 
refugees could be 
calling Penarth 
their new home as 
early as next month. 

Volunteer group 
Croeso Penarth has said a 
family who have fled 
from the war-torn 
country has been selected 
to move to the town. 

The Home Office is 
now making 

arrangements for the 
family to travel to 
Penarth from a refugee 
camp in Lebanon, where 
they have suffered “truly 
awful conditions for 
years,” the group has 
said. 

Amy Da Silva, from 
Croeso Penarth, said: 
“It’s very easy to look at 
the situation (in Syria) 
and think it’s a problem 
that can’t be solved 
because it’s so huge. But 
this is something which 
gives people in our 
community the 

opportunity to feel like 
they are making a 
difference.” 

Croeso Penarth says it 
is preparing the house for 
the family to live in. The 
group is appealing for 
donations of an electric 
cooker, washing 

machine, sofa, coffee and 
bedside tables, a double 
bed and storage units. 

Amy said Croeso 
Penarth will help the 
family integrate, such as 


by providing English 
lessons, and that the town 
will be a welcoming 
community for them. 

She added: “We have 
had a really positive 
response from the 
community. Everyone 
has been really excited to 
hear the news. We’ve had 
a really positive reaction 
from everybody.” 

The family will be 
resettled in Penarth in a 
community resettlement 
scheme run by the United 
Nations and the Home 
Office. 

The Vale Council, 
which approved Croeso 
Penarth’s resettlement 
scheme in May, has also 
taken in other Syrian 
refugee families to the 
region. 

In 2016/17 - the first 
year of the scheme - four 
Syrian refugee families 
were resettled in the 
Vale, including nine 
adults and 10 children. 

The council had 
planed to resettle four 
families in 2017/18 but 
only two - four adults 
and six children - were 
actually brought to the 
area. 

An additional two 
families have been 
resettled since then - one 
in June and the other in 
July.

Taking a look 
back to 1980... 


BRIAN LEE, who has been 
reporting on the Welsh hunt¬ 
racing scene for the national 
and local press for more than 
half-a-century this week, with 
the help of his many press 
cutting books, takes a trip back 
in time to 1980. 

Housewife has easy victory read the 
headlines when I reported that: 
'Llancarfan's steeplechasing mum, 
Mary Williams scored an easy win in 
the ladies' open race at the 
Carmarthenshire Hunt Steeplechases 
on Saturday.' 

'Riding Nat Gibson's 10-year-old 
bay gelding Beige Prince, the 35-year- 
old mother of two, made nearly all the 
running to win by 15 lengths from the 
grey Druid,with ACW a neck away in 
third place.' 

Incidentally, Mary had chalked-up 
her first winner on Trunks at the 
Glamorgan Hunt races 10 years earlier. 

'The Monmouthshire mare. Lady 
Pen, partnered by Andrew 
James,landed a gamble in the men's 
open event. Backed from 20-1 to 4-1, 
Lady Pen came home eight lengths 
clear of Davin Moor.' 

'Gwent rider Roscombe Jones 
chalked-up his first winner when 
riding his mother's Lord Belvedore to a 
15 lengths win in the restricted open 
race. 

Rosecombe ,aged 18, a self- 
employed agricultural contractor, only 
started riding last year. 

Cowbridge's John Llewellyn took 
the adjacent hunts race on Peter 
Thomas's Red Wasp and another rider 
from the Vale, Robert Oakes, won the 
opening members' race on 20-1 chance 
Irish Aristocrat which beat the long 
odds-on favourite Romany Park and 
Peter Bowen won the maiden on Court 
Lad. 

Under the heading ‘Another Open 
win for Litz’ I reported Rose Harry's 
14-year-old Litz - the Mac Vidi of 
Welsh point-to-point racing - chalked- 
up his 24th victory at the Brecon Hunt 
Steeplechases on Saturday. 

Ridden by Bassaleg farrier Tim 
Rooney, Litz stormed home well clear 


of ex-steeplechaser Old Vince in 
Division 3 of the Open race. 

Litz's win was some consolation for 
Rooney, who in the previous race 
when partnering the strongly fancied 
Canhe, failed to catch the 
Monmouthshire mare Lady Pen. 

Twenty-two year-old Joan 
Stephens,of Penhow near Chepstow, 
who was having only her second ride 
in public, landed the ladies' open race 
on her father's nine-year-old mare 
Bell-Amys. 

At the Curre Hunt Steeplechases at 
Howick, where Chepstow's Richard 
Hambleton had a rare double on Late 
Guest (members) and Llying Boy 
(restricted) I reported that 'Rose 
Harry's Litz was a controversial winner 
of the open race. The rider of Henly 
Lair, Brian Hughes, thought he had just 
got up on the line and rode straight into 
the winner's enclosure. 

But the judge ruled that Henley Lair 
had been beaten by half-a-length. 

One bookmaker, obviously of the 
same opinion as Hughes,! aid 2-1 
against Litz being awarded the race. 
Litz, who was ridden by Tim Rooney, 
was 'winning' the event for the third 
year in a row. 

And under the heading Thomas puts 
up century I reported that Dillwyn 
Thomas, of Bridgend, chalked up his 
100th win as an owner when Cefn 
Soloman won the Jeep-Christies open 
race at the Glamorgan Hunt 
Steeplechases on Saturday. 

Cefn Soloman, ridden by Paul 
Hamer, came home four lengths clear 
of Border Merchant. 

Rober Oakes won the members' race 
on Barvic,Tim Rooney took the 
adjacent on Saucy Kiss, Rosemary 
White was successful on Stamello in 
the ladies' open race and Brian Price 
won the maiden on the favourite 
Tobacco. 

These then were just some of the 
happenings during the 1980 Welsh 
point-to-point season.
